The revenue will be divided 45 per 
cent to the state highway department 
for highway repair and maintenance. 
25 per cent to cities on the basis of 
motor registration, 5 per cent to cites 
for upkeep of state highways within 
cities and 25 per cent to be divided 
equally among the 88 counties 
Of the state’s share $ 1,000,000 next 
year and $1,500,000 the year following 
Is to be used for the maintenance of 
additional highway mileage now main­ 
tained by the counties.

Washingto n, D.C.—“W hat are Tacna 
and Arica—besides a co ntro versy ?” 
The questio n arises because a de­ 
cisio n is pending o n whether o r no t a 
plebiscite Is to be held in T acna—a 
questio n that 1ms bung fire since the 
“nitrate war” o f 1883.

Tacna also is a city ,

who se 14.000 peo ple co mprise half the 
I po pulatio n o f the pro vince.

“Arica, the po rt o f Tacna, o nce was 
a thriving city o f so me 30,(MX) peo ple. 
Then it shipped o ut im po rtant pro d­ 
ucts—o res, alpaca, wo o l, bark s, and 
chinchilla sk ins. 
To day it has fewer 
than 5,00(1 residents and is impo rtant 
principally as the salt w ater terminus 
o f the railro ad that cuts acro ss the 
lo wer Andes fro m Im Pnz, Bo livia. An­ 
o ther railway runs to \ alparalso , 9 S7 
miles to the so uth, no t a lo ng trip In a 
co untry 
o f 
magnificent 
lo ngitudinal 
distances. 
“The terra, Arica, as a regio nal des­ 
ignatio n has disappeared 
fro m 
the 
m ap; the pro vince which bo re that 
name has been merged with Tacna. 
“Vo lumes have been written abo ut 
the Tacna-Arica co ntro versy —a co n­ 
tro versy that had its histo ric o rigin 
exactly 100 y ears ago when the Repub­ 
lic o f Bo livia w as bo rn. 
“A glance at a map will sho w the 
g eo g raphy o f the dispute. 
Tacna Is 
Bo livia’s clo sed co rrido r to the sea and 
it Is the Alsace-Lo rraine o f Chile and 
Peru. 
Rise in L o n ely Gran d eu r. 
T acna is mo untaino us, but that easy 
descriptio n g^ e s a false picture. The 
Andes do no t pro ject a series o f ranges 
Into the pro vince, but extend a pla­ 
teaulik e co rdillera, with so litary peak s 
rising 
here 
and 
there 
In 
majestic • 
grandeur. 
Once their crests were vo l­ 
canic caldro ns, no w in their o ld age 
they wear their graceful caps o f sno w. 
‘T hese o lder mo untains co ntribute 
wisdo m, as well as dignity , to the 
scattered children o f the valley s. 
In 
j 
the Irrigated districts o f Tacna sunset , 
is the time fixed fo r transferring the j 
water fro m o ne sectio n to ano ther. But 
in a valley , belo w the sharp rise o f 
the inclo sing hills, the Instant o f sun- , 
set may o ccur earlier at the western 
end o f the valley . 
“After the sun has set in the lo w­ 
lands It co ntinues fo r so me time to 
up 
the 
sno w-clad 
mo untain 
Therefo re the ancient agrlcul- 
agreed that sunset o ccurred 
when the sun ceased to Illuminate the 
sno w-cro wned Tno untalns. 
And, to this 
day , the farm er fo lk o f Tacna lo o k to 
their mo nuntains fo r the benign go o d­ 
night signal. 
‘T he Sama river Is the no rthern 
bo undary o f Tacna and the Sama val- 
lev y ields grapes which have made the 
name o f Mo quega, the bo rdering Peru­ 
vian pro vince, famo us amo ng co nno is­ 
seurs; and helped swell the wo rld's 
raisin o utput to the po int where the 
distributo rs began to inquire whether 
y o u had y o ur iro n to day . 
“And no w* that science has traced 
go itre to the absence o f the tiny regu­ 
lato ry quantities o f io dine y o ur sy stem 
needs, certain American cities call 
upo n the Chilean litto ral fo r io dine, 
dump It in their municipal reservo irs, 
and perfo rnj ano ther mo dern miracle 
o f preventive medicine. 
“N itrate o f so da is virtually a Chile 
mo no po ly and many o f the tiny plants 
o ccur 
in 
Tarapaca,

so uthern bo rder. 
Whether the wo rld 
uses swo rds o r 
plo wshares, 
Chile s 
nitrates have a ready mark et 
they 
enrich the so il and they help mak e ex ­ 
plo sives. 
“Io dine is a by -pro duct o f extracting 
nitrates fro m the caliche ro ck . 
The 
nitrate establishments limit their pro ­ 
ductio n to every sixth y ear so the 
market may no t be o versto ck ed.

“Tacna y ields sulphur and bo rax. 
There, also , Is gro wn the co ca plant,

The upper surface, deep green, smo o th 
and velvety , is unlik e the under side, 
which Is light green with h bund o f 
paler co lo r o n each side o f the rnid- 
rib.
